Trainers will also be 
required to register, as a good deal of 
trouble has been caused by them in 
the past.

Mechanics' Pavillion San 
Francisco, Kennedy. Hurst and Brady 
will conduct a series of short-distance 
professional meets at other cities in 
the West, The riders will have a circ- 
uit to follow which at present embra- 
ces San Jose, Los Angeles, Stockton, 
Sacramento, Portland and Denver.

CHEAP SEWING MACHINES 


Trick Two Sharpen Played on the Guilele* 


Wool and Chicago White Mail. 


Two months ago two young men 


giving the names of Paul Ray ant 
John 1). Jones, of Chicago, went 
i< 


Rush\ilir. .\VL>.. as agents for a Rfl! 
known srwiag mac-bin* company. The) 
\\vre apparently selling a bigh-gradt 
machine for $10. They declared thai 
this was an exclusive offer made ic 
the S:oux Indians and would uot ap- 
ply to the whues. 
They explained 


thai the scheme was promoted by a re-, 
ligious sooitriy in ihe East, which was 
paying ilie difference 
between 
tt€ 


manufacturers' cost and the price de- 
manded of the Indians for the ma- 
chine. 


One hundred and sixty fine sewing 


machines were sold by the enterpris- 
ing swindlers. For each machine $1C 
was collected. Now a collector of the 
company has arrived to investigate 
the situation. He has ICO leases for as 
many machines, on each of which $1C 
has bee,n credited as first 
payment. 


Fifty dollars is still due on eaoh. 


The swindle was a very smooth one. 


In each instance the Indian purchasers 
were required to sign a ••testimonial" in 
order that the religious society might 
have evidence that the machines had 
been placed according to the sales- 
men's statement. 
These testimonials 


now prove to be the leases which the 
investigating agent is looking up. They { 
are the regulation leases that go with' 
all machines throughout the country, 
where they are purchased on time. No 
title is vested in the holder of the 
machine under this form of lease. The 
Indians who secured machines under 
the deal merely rented them, signing 
a contract with the company by which 
they were to secure full title whenever 
the money paid in rent, from month to 
month, equalled the full selling price 
of the machine. Now the agent has 
the worst contract ol his life trying to 
explain the situation and secure the 
return of the machines. 
Under the 


company's rules the fist $10 collected 
on the sale of a "time" machine always 
goes to the selling agent, so the head- 
quarters agent shipped the whole car- 
load of machines, the young swindlers 
delivered them, collected their $10 on 
each" machine, and immediately disap- 
peared. 


The Leaky MUsoari River. 


F. R. Spearman 
writes of "Queer 


American Rivers" in St. Nicholas: Mr. 
Spearman says: 


With all its other eccentricities, the 


Missouri River leaks badly; for you 
know there are leaky rivers as well as 
leaky boats. 
The government en- 


gineers once measured the flow of the 
Missouri away up in Montana, and 
again some hundred miles further 
down stream. To their surprise, they 
found that the Missouri, instead of 
growing bigger down stream, as every 
rational river should, was actually 
20,000 second-feet smalled at the lower 
point. 


Now, 
while 20,000 second-feet could 


be spared from such a tremendous 
river, that amount of water makes a 
considerable stream of itself. Many 
very celebrated rivers never had so 
much water in their lives. 
Hence 


there was great amazersent when the 
discrepancy was discovered. 
But of 


late years Dakota farmers away to the 
south and east of those points on the 
Missouri, sinking artesian wells, found 
immense volumes of water where the 
geologists said there wouldn't be any. 
So it is believed that the farmers have 
tapped the water leaking from that 
big hole in the Missouri River away up 
in Montana; and from these wells they 
irrigate large tracts of land, and, natu- 
rally, they don't want the river-bed 
mended. Fancy what a blessing it is, 
when the weather is dry, to have a 
river boiling out of your well, ready to 
flow where you want it over the wheat- 
fields! For of all manner of work that 
a river can be put to, irrigation is, I 
think, the most useful. But isn't that 
a queer way for the Missouri to wan- 
der about underneath the ground?

Among other 
lujes of flight, the German authorities 
Luve hrid pigeons trained 10 Sy from 
the coasts of England to Germany—a 
iery suggestive 3i.:e of operation. In 
this country the Navy Department 
propose to establish some twenty-two 
totes of pigeons along the coast. Al- 
lowing a homing ladms of one hun- 
dred aad fifty or 'wo hundred milfes 
it will Le evident ihat a wide bell 01 
w-ter along the coast could be thus 
covered. The object of ihe birds is to 
establish connaun;ration beiween ves- 
sels of the navy i id the shore. The 
usual direction waald 
be shoreward 


from a vessel, ttcagh for short dis- 
tances the flight, m-ijhi be in the other 
direction. 


The pigeon used is termed a homing 


pigeon. 
Tne popular 
term, carrier 


pigeon, does not Lelong to the mes- 
sage-carrying bird at all. The earner* 
pigeon is practically a 
fancy 
name 


which has attached itself to a speeiul 
breed of pigeons. 


Our illustration shows a pigeon 


house of a type adopted for use by the 
navy. It is a two-storied 
structure 


twelve feet square, it is divided with- 
in by partitions of -wire gauze, so that 
the male acd female birds can be sep- 
arated if desired. Around the snlea 
roosting brackets are secured.

One or both stories of the building 


are provided with a homing trap. One 
is shown on the second story to the left 
in the cut. An opening partly closed 
with wire gauze leads into the loft. 
The lower portion of the opening is 
closed by a number of short rods 
which hang loosely from a wire cross- 
ing the opening about six inches above 
its bottom. These rods swing freely 
in or out, so that a bird can pass 
through in either direction by pressing 
against the rods and pushing them for- 
ward. Near the bottom of the open- 
ing a couple of sockets are fastened to 
the inner faces of the frame. A wire 
dropped into these and outside of the 
row of swinging rods prevents them 
opening outward. When the rod is in 
place the comblike row of swinging 
reds acts as a valve. A pigeon can 
come in but cannot escape outward. 


A homing pigeon coming from a dis- 


tant ship flies at once to the trap and 
enters the house. Once in, he cannot 
fly OUT again. 
Ke is kept there in 


order that his message may be se- 
cured. 
On the snelf which may be 


termed the floor of the trap are two 
plates of thin iron, arranged so as to 
oscillate like a child's seesaw about 
an axis parallel with the wall of the 
loft. These cover the entire width of 
the shelf. 
A bird in entering walks 


across one of them and causes it to 
oscillate or 'balance over through a 
very small ate. 
As it does this it 


closes an electric circuit and rings an 
electric bell, which is placed in the at- 
tendant's office, so as to notify him of 
the arrival of a bird. 


The training process consists in car- 


rying the birds progressively increas- 
ing distances away from 
the home 


station and releasing them. The best 
system is to gradually increase the 
distance; diminishing it, or flying 
them "backward," as it is called, is 
considered bad practice. 


The longest distance from which a 


bird has reached the New York navy 
yard is one hundred and, fifty miles, 
from the neighborhood of the capes of 
the Delaware. Each bird is preferably 
trained in one direction only, and un- 
til in their second season the birds are 
not expected to fly anything exceeding 
a hundred mile flight. In careful short 
distance training not over ten per cent 
of the birds arc lost. In long distance 
work one-half may be lost. The cote 
is painted in stripes to make it con- 
spicuous for the birds.

A Dainty Hrentli. 


If the breath is tainted after eating 


onions, drink strong coffee noir, or 
chew coffee berries, or a stick of cin- 
namon, and wash the mouth out with 
camphor and myrrh. The following 
recipe can be used with great advan- 
tage for unpleasant breath: Powdered 
charcoal, one part; white sugar, one 
part; chocolate, three parts; melt and 
mix together, and oat in the form of 
lozenges. The teeth must always be 
kept perfectly clean, and should be 
well brushed with salt and charcoal 
every now and then. Ten drops of 
myrrh in a glass of warm ^ater should 
al»D be used to rinsa out t^ie mouth and 
to brush the teeth every few days.

Between these two points two other

Bidler's Hotel, 


which is to be rebuilt and enlarged, 
is a relic of the early 
days of the 


Queen's reign, and the removal of the 
present structure means the destruc- 
tion of the Horse and Groom at the 
corner of Leather lane. 
This house 


claims to have been licensed for close 
upon a couple of hundred 
years, 


but

buildings are 
probably 


at 
least 
a century 
older, 
and 


it is one of the quaintest hos- 
telries 
in 
London. 
Former asso- 


ciations of the house connect it with 
the highwaymen who plied their call- 
ing on the Great North road, and Jon- 
athan Wild, the notorious thief-taker, 
whose skeleton rests in the College 
of Surgeons in Lincoln's Inn Fields, 
hard by, was once a regular customer 
at the tavern whose days are number- 
ed.

Hawaiian Athletes. 


The Hawaiian native is especially 


fond of athletics, and shows to ad- 
vantage in a tug-of-war, foot-racing 
and broad-jumping. As along-distance 
i miner his speed and endurance would 
excite the envy of more than one 
professional. In olden times, runners 
were the only means of sending Im- 
portant messages from one chief or 
tribe to another, and the Hawaiian 
forefathers seem to have handed down 
all the essentials which go to make 
up a good race. 


It" a Hawaiian does \vell as an ath- 


lete un terra flrma he certainly ex- 
cels in the water. For diving and 
swimming he seems to have a natural 
aptitude: Iu the early days of the 
missionary the "men of the cloth" 
tell in their records how it was no 
uncommon thing for a native to swim 
from one island to another. Diving 
they also delight in. A native often 
throws himself head first from a 
cliff fifty or sixty feet high into a 
shallow pool scarcely ten of twelve 
feet deep. As his body strikes the 
water it arches like a bow, with his 
head almost to his heels, and the next 
instant shoots to the surface with a 
broad grin on his face. A Kanaka, 
in fact, is well-nigh amphibious. In 
infancy he learns to swim, almost un- 
consciously. There is probably not a 
native boy or girl ten years of age 
who could not give us. "cards and 
spades" in the water and then beat 
us, -without half trying. Ofttimes a 
Kanaka spends the entire day along 
^hf shore, now gliding through the 
water, suddenly disappearing and bob- 
bing up thirty or forty yards from 
where you last saw him; next clamber- 
ing over the coral reefs and ledges 
in search of opihis (Ilawaiin oysters), 
ami agniu stretched at full length ou 
the warm sand, face upturned to the 
sky.

LETTING DOWN THE BARS. 


Berlin, Feb. 27,—The officials of tht 


German, foreign office have notified the 
United States embassy that the go\ em. 
ment. \\ ill henceforth admit American 
orarges, lemons and raisins without ex 
animation, and also that all American 
fresh and dried fruit will be allowed to 
pass in bond through Germany without 
being examined. The decisions are based 
on the favorable reports of the German 
experts sent to America. The questior 
whether dried, fruit sent abroad is harm- 
less, especially for the trarsmission of 
th-e San Jose and "other insects, arid 
whdtWer the fruit may be imported with- 
out examination has not yet been de- 
cided. The probability is that the de- 
cision will be favorable to American in- 
terests. The officials of the United States 
embassy have cabled the above facts tc 
the authorities at Washington.

"In reply to your letter No. 8, I would

Prior t« 
that, the men had often suffered on loiifc 
trips, m trjing- to live for several days 
on what was then known as the "cooked 
ration," which usually consisted of broad 
and meat, \\ ithout even coffee.

ISack, to 1S7S, s,ho\\ ing that "canned fresh 
beet" was included as a part of the 
travel ration. 


General McFeeley said that General 


Sherman was the general commanding 
the army at that time, and that he was 
consulted on the institution of the travel 
ration. Witness said he had seen all the 
articles then included in the rations— 
bfans, cheese and canned meats—in fre- 
quent use on hunting expeditions, and 
had found them jrood. This was 1 is i oa- 
son for selecting thf-ni. His recollection 
was that general satisfaction wus ex- 
pri'ss«d In the reports on the introduc- 
tion of the travel ration. Cheese after- 
wards \\as dropped from this ration, 
not because the men did r,ot like it, but 
bc«iuso it lacked keeping qualities, espe- 
cially In hot weather.

FILIP1SOS ACCOUNT. 


The ItebeU Cable to Hong Kong Their 


Story of tbe Trouble at Mauila. 


Paris, Feb. 27.-~The Filipino Junta 


here received today a cable message 
from Manila via Hong Kong, dated from 
the former place on Feb. 24. It says: 
Fire broke out in the Chinese quarter 
during the Chinese New Year festivities. 
The Americans provoked the owners by 
demolishing houses before it was neces- 
sary. The Filipinos fire engine, owned 
by Senar Ganco and worked by British 
subjects, was largely instrumental in ex- 
tinguishing the fire. The Americans in- 
terfered with the native salvagers and 
tried to capture the engine, leading to,a. 
conflict. Harsh conduct elsewhere led 
to general fighting. The Americans re- 
tired to the walled city, and the fleet 
bombarded the suburbs, believing the 
city was endangered. This caused the 
Tondo fire. 


Aguinaldo's troops then attacked and 


entered Tondo, Maisie, Santa Cruz and 
Kaijio. 


Conflagrations brokp out at Rinondo 


and Malate, and the city was surrounded 
by a line of burning houses. 


The fighting continued TiV ednesday and 


Thursday. The Americans by that time 
•were greatly fatigued by the sun, fires 
and continual service. 


AXOTHKR DECREE. 


Filipino* Government Issue* It Reviling 


tlie Huiericitu* at Manila. 


Hong 
Kong, Fett. 27.—The Filipino 


government has issued another virulent 
anti-American decree, in which the fol- 
lowing passages occur: 
' 


"The American guns respect neither 


honor nor property, but barbarously 
massacre women and children. 


"Manila has witnessed the most hor- 


rible outrages, confiscating the proper- 
ties and savings of the people at the 
.point ot" the bayonet and shooting the 
defenceless, accompanied by odious acts 
of abomination, repugnant barbarism 
and racial hatred worse thaii the doings 
in Carolina. Unless you conjure a holy- 
war for independence 
you are only 


worthy to be slaves and pariahs. Pro- 
claim before the civilized world th.at you 
will fight to the death against American 
treachery and brute force. Even the 
women should fight, if necessary. 


"American professions and promises 


are pure hypocrisy. They covet the spoils 
of this patrimony of our race, wishing 
to implant here a more irritating and 
barbarous dominion than in the past." 


BAY STATE ELECTRICS." ' 


Boston, Feb. 27.—In the report of the 


railroad commissioners on the 303 street 
railroads in the state, issued today, the 
commissioners state that during the 
year 189S there have been added to the 
mileage of the Massachusetts companies 
123 miles of street railway lines, one 
mile of second main track—making 121 
miles of additional main track. There 
have also been added three miles of side 
track—making a total addition of 12S 
miles of track, reckoned as single track. 
All of this is newly-built railway. The 
total number of passengers carried were 
r.SO,SS9,629, an 
increase of 
22.2C5.403. 


There \\ ere 2213 persons injured in acci- 
dents, of which 38 were tatal and 2175 not 
fatal.

| the Knickerbocker club. His fither is 
a plate manufacturer and is said to be a 
millionaire. 
The district attorney, in i 


summing up the case, said that great 
cere Tiad to be used throughout the 
^hearing so that Moliaeux would not 
thiuk he was suspected of the crime. 
That was the reason that the attempts 
.were made apparently to fasten the 
crime on Cornish. The arrest of Moli- 
nenx was a highly sensational one. Af- 
ter the arguments and when the jury 
was out Ms father and counsel wont to 
a restaurant to dine. When the ver- 
dict was announced Molinenx paled 
visibly. After his father had dined the 
jury was closed. Molineux pleaded not 
guilty and asked for an immediate ex- 
amination.

OLDEST MONUMENT. ! NEWS OF THE OLD BOYS. 
BIZEETA. 


SYDNEY'S "SCENT 
BOTTLE" 
AND 


THE PURPOSE IT SERVES.

The strangest monument In the world 


exists in Sydney, Australia. The shaft 
Itself Is not of an unusual sort, but 
while it is a unique ornament to the 
community in the midst of which it 
stands, it is also the most precious and 
the least understood of all structures 
In the great southern t Ity. 


This odd s>pire has no Sns< ription up- 


on it. It is as plain as a uiuuoHth, 
with a plinth and a slightly elevated 
pedestal. 
Facetious pi-opli-, who are 


not versed in tewerage aud sewer gas. 
call it the "Scent Bottle." 
Strangers 


scan it. strain at its unlettered faces, 
carry their vision up its plain sides to 
the pinnacle, which stands about ISO 
feet above the street level, and wonder 
what notable person or event it com- 
memorates. Three-fourths of the resi- 
dents of Sydney hav e not the remotest 
idea of what this modified Cleopatra's 
needle represents. This "scent bot- 
tle" commemorates sewer gas, and it 
stands as a monument to the people 
who are not killed by that vile sub- 
terranean agency. 


As it has no other name, "scent bot- 


tle" will serve with which to desig- 
nate it here, since the nickname some- 
what symbolizes its business. This 
lonely column stands on 
Elizabeth

street, in a small circle, against Hyde 
Park. Around it are a cordon of low, 
round-headed posts at short distances, 
and chained to each other by strong 
traces upon which the park loafer, and 
small 
boys lounge. None of these 


thousands of people ever think that the 
tall spire in the unique circle is the 
safest friend they and the city have. 
Take it away, close the 18-foot square 
hole, and in less than 24 hours the 
whole country about would be strewn 
with wreckage and the air filled with 
foul, poisonous gases. Remove it and 
leave the t whole open, then, in less 
than a day, the lower city .would be 
unfit for habitation. The great sewers 
of the city have their vent here? They 
come down with their filth and deadly 
gases, throw .the latter off through this 
shaft, join the mam sewer, and carry 
the remaining sewage on over the high 
bluffs of Hawkesbury sandstone to the 
sea. 


The "scent bottle" sits over this 


meeting of the waters, and draws off 
the foul gases from the burdened pipes 
below. It is hollow, of course, and has 
an opening at the top which is not 
perceptible to the eye upon the street. 
Through its great throat the under- 
ground city breathes and all the sew- 
ers of the city are relieved. The "bot- 
tle" being nearly 200 feet high rises 
above any inhabited house in the city, 
and the rushing se \vers giving the gas 
a forced draft, shoot it many feet above 
the top of this great gray chimney, 
Whence this dengerous aeriform fluid 
is carried 
away, so that it 
never 


reaches a human being. This perpen- 
dicular gas sewer was built before 
1880. 
It feeds the elements daily with 


snough foul stuff to fill a good-sized 
city, or to blow Gioraltar into atoms. 
Since its construction at their junc- 
tion there has not been one explosion 
along the line of ramified sewers which 
converge toward this point. 
The 


"scent bottle" is jiot an eyesore. Its 
business is so disguised that it is an 
object of beauty, and it is readily mis- 
taken for a real monument. Indeed, it 
is the biggest, most conspicuous and 
picturesque of all the notable monu- 
ments in New South Wales, of which 
colony Sydney, is the capital. The 
Sydney "scent bottle" is not an expen- 
sive structure. It is suggested to oth-» 
er cities in other parts of the world 
as vertical lungs for the safety of sew- 
ers, and the nervous populace who 
tramp thereon in the pursuit of other 
things^- 


Wonderful Wax Making. 


Bees gorge themselves with honey, 


then hang themselves up in festoons 
or curtains to the hive, and remain 
quiescent for hours; after a time wax 
scales appear, forced out from the wax 
pockets. The bees remove these scales 
with their natural forceps, carry the 
wax to the mouth, and chew it for a 
time,thus changing it chemically. Thus 
it may be seen that wax-making is a 
great expense to the colony, for it costs 
not only the time of the workers, but 
it ia estimated that twenty-one pounds 
of honey are required to make ono 
pound of wax. 


Salt nntl FreiiK Lake.

On the whole coast line of the Med- 


iterranean Sea there is no point that 
occupies a more central position than 
the one selected by the Phoenicians, 
for their western emporium of Byrea. 
Here, in antiquity, stood the commer- 
cial Carthage and 
in the mediaeval 


ages Tunis, both leTylng tribute on the 
seas from their uoassailablr strong- 
bold. But modern science ha* modi- 
fied everything. 
Sin<e the invention 


of steam and lomj range guns this 
harbor has lost us military import- 
ance. But while Tunis has seen its 
day as a shelter for men-of-war, some 
forty miles to the west there is a na- 
tural harbor which is assuming a com- 
manding position on the high road o! 
trade to the East. This is Blzeria. 


Bizerta dates back to a very great 


antiquity. It was founded by colonists 
from Tyre and known under the name 
of Hippo Zaritus; 
Diodorus SIculus 


calls it Hippo Akra. 


During the reign of the Bey Ha- 


mouda Pasha Bizerta was several 
times bombarded by the Venetian fleet, 
under the command of the dreaded 
Knight Emo. The first time was in 
1784. 
The next ye^ar of the Venetian 


Admiral appeared again and burned 
entirely Sfax and Bizerta. 
His last 


campaign was in 1786, when Sfax, Bi- 
zerta and Soussa were bombarded once 
more. Since that 
time Bizerta has 


played no part in history, and as the 
harbor kept filling up more and more 
with drifting sand its commercial im- 
portance fell in proportion, until very 
recently it was decided to restore its 
former prosperity. 


The obstacles were twofold, natural 


^ political. When the French as 


sumed control over Tunisia, they had 
to do so in the face of the open oppo- 
sition-of Italy and the latent anger of 
England, who, although she grabbed 
Cyprus as a bribe, was displeased to 
see a neighbor play the same game. 
For years France was compelled to 
use much cautibn in the slow assimi-

lation of this new territory. Treaties 
were in existence between the regency 
and foreign countries and had to be 
disposed of by degrees, in order not 
to irritate susceptibilities. It is only 
lately that the most obstructive trea- 
ty, "the Anglo-Tunisian convention," 
was abolished. This has given France 
freehand. In the meantime her Navy 
Department had always kept its eyes 
open on Bizerta. The position of this 
city, 714 miles 
from 
Gibraltar, 424 


from Marseilles, 300 from Naples, 
1,000 from the Piraeus, and 1,168 from 
Port Said and the Suez Canal, is par- 
ticularly inviting. 


In was in 1886 that the first attempt 


was made to render the old port of 
Bizerta accessible to moderate sized 
vessels. It has been so much filled up 
by sand that there was hardly three 
feet of water left. The embankment* 
were crumbling, while a bar had form- 
ed at the entrance, 
completely ob- 


structing access. The old quays were 
repaired, the port dug out, the bar 
dredged to a depth of ten feet, and 
the old jetty extended eastward to pro- 
tect the entrance. 
Meanwhile the 


French hydrographic service was en- 
gaged in an extensive survey of the 
ground prliminary to the greater work 
to be done. This took, until 1889, when 
a general plan was adopted. Two jet- 
ties of about 3,,275 feet were built, 
1'eaving a free access of 1,297 feet be- 
tween their extended arms, forming 
an outer artificial harbor of over 200 
acres area, in which the largest ves- 
sels can find a safe anchorage. From 
this point starts the canal which con- 
nects the sea with the inland salt 
water lake of Bizerta, where the an- 
chorage has a minimum depth of thir- 
ty feet. The mud and sand dredged 
in excavating the canal was used to 
fill up the flats on the north side, 
where the 
European Bizerta now 


stands, near the new embankments 
a»d the railway terminus. 


The canal was inaugurated in 1895 


and in July of the following year the 
ironclads, Brennus, Redoubtable, and 
Chanzy entered through the canal and 
anchored in the Sebra Bay. For some 
years this port has been frequented 
by large steamers, and they will in- 
crease in, number vrhen better coaling 
facilities are provided. The 
light- 


house on the island of Can!, about 
tw«lve miles off Bizerta, is a point 
that must be sighted by all vessels 
passing from the western to the east- 
ern Mediterranean. At this station on 
the high road to India a permanent 
torpedo post has been located already, 
with five torpedo boats, and the coast 
guard Ironclad Tempete, under cover 
of the new batteries. But this is only 
a first step, now that France is free 
from floreign interference In Tunisia. 
Bizerta is to be nade Into another 
Toulon as a powerful base of naval 
operations and a shelter for fleets 
operating In the levant. Both France 
anvl Tunisia have b«en railed upon to 
couVrlbute to the construction of a na- 
val vrsenal in this natural, ucassalla* 
bit recess.
